ASHINGTON — Special counsel Rob- 
ert Mueller did not find that Donald 
Trump or his campaign schemed 
with Russian efforts to interfere in 
the 2016 presidential election, ac- 
cording to a summary released Sunday that the 
president immediately embraced as a “complete 
exoneration” even though Mueller reached no con- 
clusion about whether the president obstructed 
justice. 

After a nearly two-year investigation, Mueller’s 
findings seemed to dispel the cloud of conspiracy 
that has hung over the administration since its 
inception. But by delivering caveats alongside con- 
clusions, the closing of the Mueller investigation 
opens the door to fiercer political fights over the 
president’s judgment and power. 

The four-page summary issued Sunday by Attor- 
ney General William Barr declared: “The Special 
Counsel’s investigation did not find that the Trump 
campaign or anyone associated with it conspired 
or coordinated with Russia in its efforts to influ- 
ence the 2016 U.S. presidential election.” 

The letter notes that Mueller’s probe said no 
such conspiracy was found “despite multiple of- 
fers from Russia-affiliated individuals to assist the 
Trump campaign.” 

Barr said he and Justice Department officials 
separately determined that there was insufficient 
evidence to make an obstruction accusation 
against the president — though Mueller was not 
definitive on that point. 

Trump spoke to reporters at a Florida airport

Republicans jubilant, 
Democrats skeptical

WASHINGTON — Democrats from the Philadel- 
phia region and across the country vowed Sun- 
day to continue investigating President Donald 
Trump and to seek more information about what 
special counsel Robert Mueller found in his inqui- 
ry into potential coordination with Russian opera- 
tives and questions of obstruction of justice. 

They called for more details even as the presi- 
dent and his allies reveled in what Trump consid- 
ered “complete and total exoneration” from a 
four-page summary released by Attorney General 
William Barr. 

Democrats immediately focused on Barr, ques- 
tioning how the Trump appointee had concluded 
that there were no grounds for charging the presi- 
dent with obstruction of justice even as Mueller 
was inconclusive on that issue. 

They called for a review of the underlying evi- 
dence gathered by Mueller, while largely ignor- 
ing the special counsel’s conclusion, as summa-

first arena for gaming fans in the 
U.S. for the Comcast-owned Fusion, 
company officials say. 

The $50 million project is a testa- 
ment to the surging popularity of es- 
ports, in which players compete in 
video games before large crowds. 
The company plans to break ground 
this summer on part of the 47-acre 
stadium complex site that Comcast 
Spectacor leases in South Philadel- 
phia. The 3,500-seat arena will rise 
on a parking lot, next to Xfinity Live! 
and within walking distance of the 
Linc, Citizens Bank Park, and the 
Wells Fargo Center. 

Nate Nanzer, commissioner of the 
20-team Overwatch League, said there 
has never been a special-purpose es- 
ports arena “built anywhere. This is a 
huge step for esports. This is something 
we will see pop up all over the world.”
